Young. She was seen by the herders on 
Wednesday of last week. On Friday morn- 
ing the cattle of the herd were attracted to 
a large clump of poplar and willows on the 
western edge of (:reen lake and began paw- 
ing and bellowing as at the sight of b ood. 
The herder went to the place and found 
the head, hide and hoofs of a cow, which 
bad beeu killed recently and the meat taken 
away. He recognized the head as that of 
Mr. Rebertson’s cow. Apparently a wagon 
had been used to take away the meat as the 
wheel tracks could be seen and the bushes 
had been down by a wagon being 
driven over them. The police are making 
enguiries as to the thief. This case is the 
tirat that is known to have occurred in the 
settlement but now many instances of the 
disappearance of fat cattle are recalled and 
the conviction is becoming general that 
there has been a t deal of this business. 
Cattle are seldom branded in this district; 
they are allowed to run from spring until 
fall without being herded, or even rounded 
up, so that there is every opportunity to 
secure cheap beef, and it is now almost 
certain that the unity has been in- 
proved, very far beyond what any person 
had any idea of.

An application by certain of 
the settlers in the said Sprinbank district 
for a license or authorization under the N. 
W. T. Irrigation act to construct a ditch to 
divert sufficient water from the Klkow river 
to irrigate 21,000 acres ot land, which ap- 
plication conflicts with that of the Calgary 
Irrigation company.”

any share of damage; and on the other 
hand if they are responsible, they certainly 
should be compelled to pay the full damage. 
As far as I understanu, and it reasonably 
looks that way, that solong asthe com- 
pany’s line remains unfenced, they are, 
with certain exceptions, responsible for all 
animals killed by their trains, and legally 
speaking I have no doubt that they are. If 
they are not they should be. According to 
our legislative laws we are not allowed to 
kill or damage our neighbors cattle either 
accidentally or intentionally while they tres- 

on our unfenced fields. Therefore 
should our cattle trespass on the company’s 
right of way while it is unfenced, they like- 
wise should not be permitted to damage 
them in anyway. However in such cases 
we will take it as granted that they are re- 
sponsible; but where the sticking point 
come in, is. In what way is the farmer to 
compel them to pay damage? He surely 
abould not be expected to bunt against a 
stone wall by contesting the matter by law, 
thereby throwing himself subject te the in- 
evitable appeals from one tribunal to an- 
other, which in the wind up,whether he 
won or jost the suit,!meant a heavy financial 
loss to him. And the chances are then 
nine to one that his funds would not be 
sufficient to allow him to push the matter 
toa finish. For in many such cases thou 
sands are required. So if we have not 
already enactments protecting the poor 
farmer from the trampling feet of the rail- 
read capitalist it is high time we had. And 
ifeuch enactments now exist it is high time 
that enforcement was proceeded with. But 


poor settlers for petty crimes is concerned I 
find the law very rapid, but when the 
opportunity comes for them to prosecute rail- 
road companies for much heavier offences 
against the settler, they slouch off in the 
dark like a cowardly dog evading his 
superior. I think it is now high time, be- 
fore the government solicits any further 
immigration, that they should adopt some 
ruling in the way of protecting what they 
have in. 

In conclusion I presume in bringing this 
fault before the public, it is necessary also 
for the complainant to prescribe a remedy. 
Although I tink such should be left to 
those of a higher political standing then 
that of the writer. However I wiil quote 
one remedy here. And it seems, if all con- 
cerned would take hold in the proper way, 
1 don’t see any reason why it would not 
prove successful. And that is for our 
neighboring stations and settlements along 
the line, to send in petitions liberally signed 
to their respective M. L. A’s asking them to 
enact laws, either compelling this company 
to fence their line or pay all damages in 
fullincurred by the running of their trains.
